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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. ClaimS 1-14,17-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Caupin et al 5504142 and Kubanek GB 2194791 in 
view of Guntherberg et al 58521 13. 

Claims 8,9,11,13,14,19-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kubanek GB 2194791 . 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 .16.06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments are to the effect the prior art uses thermoplastic 
polymers & elastomers, & does not suggest swelling as the absorption of the odorant, 
as of the instant specification. Also, Kubanek utilizes inorganics, large surface area 
carriers, & does not disclose cross linked plastics as in the current claims., while Caupin 
uses other components with the elastomer, not crosslinked rubber; rather polyether, and 
finally, G Unterberg merely shows particulate rubbers mixed with thermoplastics. 
Examiner finds , while Caupin uses polyethers, polyester terepthalates, of butane diol 
monomers, also are used- the instant claim 18 polymer. Swelling of polymers is 
observed (col. 4, lines 46-451). The instant open language permits of the chemical 
mediator,& undecylenic acid. .Kubanek likewise uses the instant polymers , as described 
on page 5 of the specification; thermopolastics, thermoplastic elastomers, graft 
rubbers, exemplified by ABS, SAN, PMMA, polybutadiene - the very polymers of 
kubanek, even though alternative inorganics also work.
